IdentifiCEition of Interfering C'latms 
AppUcants believe that the following elaims of tlie present application, set out in 
the claim chart attached hei-eto as Exhibit A interfere with the claims of the '962 patent. 

Proposed Coitnts 

Applicants propose a Count 1 corresponding the claim 14 of the present 
application and a Count 2 corresponding to claim 1 5 of the present application as follows: 

Count 1 A gun-shaped eontroller for use with an electronic game device 
which controls a game development in response to signals supplied from the coiitrolier, 
said gun-shaped controller comprising: 

a gun barrel; 

a grip to be held by the plaj'er; 

a trigger lever provided at a portion of the gun-siraped controller n^anually 
operable by an index linger of a hand holding the gtm-shaped controller at the grip; 

means for detecting a position of said gun barrel relative to a display screen; and 
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a dhoclioiiai key provided at a rc^r portion oi\said gun-shaped controller niaaually 
opLirable by a tliunib of She liand hokling the guu-shapcd cofUroller at the grip to supply 
ihe gfime device witj-i signals iiidicraive of direcitons, svheiein an object displayed Oii the 
display sereer, moves in response to the signals indicativt^ ofdireeiions under eontrol of 
tiie game device. 

Count 2 A gnn-siiaped controller for an eleetrojMc fsnujscrncnl device, 
wherein .said e{)ntrol]er supplies to said electronic mmjsemeut device a eonirnlled variiible 
which is a variation in. a position of the eontioiler tiselJ" while said controller is to be held 
and operated by a player during a gfune play, tiie controller con-prisiiig: 

a gun harrei; 

a grip to be held by the player; 

a trigger lever to be operated by the player: 

signal supplying means including a direetiorial key which supplies signals 
intlicative of directions to said amusement device, wherein said direcliojia! Key is 
manually upcrabie by the player, and an object displayed on a scjcen of a display means 
under control of said amusement device moves in at least one of a plurality oJ" directions 
in response to said signals; and 

means for detecting a position of said gun barrel relative to said screen. 

Claims 16-33 of the present application and claims 5-8, 15, 19-22, 26-30, and 41- 
44 of the '962 patent are all dependent on the claim corj-esponding to Count 2. 

Comparison of Counts to Clainrs 

liven though Counts 1 and 2 arc verbatim copies of claims 14 and 15 of the 
present application, a comparison oi~ claims 14 and 15 is attached hereto as Exhibit B, 
along with a comparison to claims 1 and 3 of the '962 patent.

As indicated in ilie attached copy of the statement under Rule 608 that was filed 
in July 20C-4, applicants believe that they invented the subject matter of counts 1 and 2 
prior to the date of invention by the api^li cants of the '962 patent. 1 he two applications

Response to Otlier Rejections 

The cxairiinci' has rcjceled clams 1 8-2 1 , 25, 27-29, and 33 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 1 2, 
ftr.st paragraph as containing new matter. It is the examiner's jiosition that Applicants 
were not in possession of the elements oniieye claims at tlte tiirie the application was 
filed. This rejection is traversed. 

With regard to claim 1 8, yee page 8, lines 4-6, *'Tlie player ahso has the 
possibility to represent the prt)jcction oi'the shooting axis on the display system with 
cross hairs visible on the game image." It is considered that the eioss hair acts as a 
ciusor. Therefore, this is not new matter. 

With regard to claim 19, MG. 1 shows a diiectional key 13 on an upper part ofthc 
gr ip 10, The siufacc upon whlcii element 13 is located is an extension cd the grip and lor 
this reason, the Rxaniiner's position and rejection of claim 19 is unwarranted and .should 
be withdrawn. 

With regard to claim 20. I^'Kj. 1 shosvs a cable coming from the bottom of the grip 
10. Relative to the fj-ont ofthc pistol, the location oi'the cable exit is rearward and would

November 4. 2004. Cicariy, these claims were prescnleci to the United States Patent and 
Trademark Oi'tiet- within i)ne year iVom the issue date of the ''962 patent. Therefore any 
i'ejeotion of elainijj 14-28 and 30-.'?3 based on 35 IJ.S.C. §l.)5(b) is urtwarranied and 
should be withdrawn. 

The examiner has also rcjcetcd claiitis 14-33 under 3.5 U,S,C, §!. 02(c) based on 
the '962 patent. This rejeelion h nol proper. T)ie PCT applieation upon whieh the '962 
patent is based was written irs Japanese and nol in l^i-igHsh, rherefore, the '962 patent's 
section I02(ej Is not the PC'i" fiiing date but the date on wiiich a transhUion was filed in 
the United States. Therefore, tliis rejection is not proper and should be withdrawn. 

The examiner ha,s also continued to reject ehiinis 1-10, 12, and l.> under 35 
U.S.C. §103(a) based on Yauiagnehi (^407) in vie-w of the 3D Zoneniasicr. This lejeetion 
is traversed. 

Yamaguchi ('407) docs iiot provide a basis fo? a hand held game controller that 
enables the viewer to change direction of the viewpoint based on inovement of a 
controller on the gun. In Yantaguehi, the viewpoint is changed by aiming the gun at 
various positions on the game screen, .see f 10. 6. There is no disclosure or suggestion in 
Yaniaguehi or the integrated controller as claimed. 

Further the 3D Zonemaster is !iot an effective doc\nnent relative to the pieseiU 
inveiuion because ail the documents cited by th.e examiner have a date in i 998, TTie 
priority date for the PCV application was Juik" 17, 199H. For this reason, the 3D 
Z(^nemaster documents cannot be considered prior art because the present appbealion is 
entitled to priority under 3.5 U.S.CL § 1 19 to the French application, nierelbrc. the 
applicable date for 33 U.S.C. §1 02(b) is .fune 17, 1997. For this reason, the 3D 
Zoncntaster doeunicnts are nol prior ari. Applicant's benelit oi'this earlier tiling date has 
been pesfeeted a,s part o.f the PCT application process and there fore, apptieani is entitled 
to the earlier date for pmpose of 35 l.i.S.C'. § 1 02(b). For these reasons, the rejection of 
claims 1-10, 12 and 13 should be withdrawn.
